The  833rd  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  was 

held  Tuesday  Sept.  20th,  1949.  Vice  President  Arnold  Pittinger 

called  the  meeting  to  order  at  8.25  pm.  with  31  Members  and  10 

visitors  present. 

Among  the  visitors  were  Five  Ladies. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  were  read  and  approved  as 
read. 

Correspondence  accumulated  since  the  previous  meeting  was  dis- 
posed of.  There  were  no  bills. 

The  Cufcator  made  a report  stating  that  he  had  changed  the  case 
exhibits  to  Washington  Medals.  He  also  stated  that  he  had  made  a 
new  case  for  the  Club  Medals.  This  case  was  made  of  Pressed  Steel. 
Dr.  Cady,  acting  as  Chairman  of  the  Sick  Committee  reported  that 
all  the  members  were,  as  far  as  he  knew,  in  good  health  and  also 
called  attention  to  the  presence  of  Mr.  Meinhart,  Past  President, 
who  had  been  ill  for  some  time  back. 

Dr.  Cady  also  advised  the  Club  that  we  had  lost  our  Confirmed 
Batchelor  member,  Mr.  Jack  Cohen.  He  stated  that  Jack  had  done  a 
sneak  act  and  during  July  had  got  himself  married  up. 

The  Secretary  reported  on  his  Continuing  Battle  with  the  Post  Office 
on  the  delivery  of  the  Numismatist. 

The  Secretary  also  reported  on  the  editing  and  cutting  done  to  the 
Club  notices  as  sent  in  by  him  to  the  Numismatist.  Details  were 
given  in  every  notice,  most  of  which  received  the  Editor* s Scissors. 
Mr.  Judd  Program  Chairman  announced  that  the  program  for  the  next 
meeting  would  be  "Members  Rarest  Coins , What  and  how  they  obtained 

them." 

P#  pittinger  welcomed  the  visitors  and  expresse  the  sincere 
wish  that  they  ould  be  with  us  again.  Mr.  Meinhart  was  also  wel- 
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corned  by  the  Chairman.  Mr.  Meinhart  was  accorded  the  privilege 
of  introducing  two  friends  who  were  visitors  to  this  meeting, 

Messrs  Richard  G.  Rice  and  Gerard  T.  McStravie. 

The  Chairman  also  welcomed  Mr.  Peake  who  had  not  been  with  us  for 
some  time. 

The  matter  of  the  new  book  by  Dr.  Sheldon  which  Mr.  Foster  was 
holding  for  the  Club  was  brought  up  and  on  a Motion  by  Mr.  Newell 
Seconded  by  Mr.  Judson  and  the  unanimous  aonsent  of  all  present 
the  book  was  purchased  and  the  Treasurer  ordered  to  draw  a check 
for  same.  Payable  to  Mr.  Foster  in  the  amount  of  $8.00. 

Mr.  Bauer  spoke  regarding  his  coming  auction  and  assured  all  who 
could  attend  a pleasant  and  profitable  afternoon. 

Mr.  Vanden  Brull  announced  that  he  was  leaving  Rochester  to  attend 
St.  John’s  University,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  to  study  Law  and  that  this 
would  probably  be  his  last  meeting  until  next  year.  He  was  accord 
the  good  wishes  of  the  group. 

Mr.  Judd  Program  Chairman  then  introduced  the  speakers  for  the 
evening’s  program,  Mr.  J.  I.  McGowan  and  Mr.  Charles  W.  Foster 
who  spoke  respectively  on  the  "WJiys  and  ’Wherefores  of  Wooden 
Nickels  and  "Counter  Marked  Coins." 

Mr.  McGowan  covered  very  thoroughly  the  intorduction  of  "Wooden 
Nickels"  and  their  transition  from  a necessity  item  to  one  used 
for  money  raising  schemes.  Inasmuch  as  this  is  a specialized 
branch  of  Numismatics  the  information  given  by  the  speaker  was 
very  welcome  and  well  received. 

Mr.  Foster  as  his  contribution  showed  some  very  interesting 
specimens  of  Counter  Marked  Coins.  His  remarks  regarding  the 
history  and  adaptation  of  these  counter  marks  in  circulation 
of  coinage  were  very  instructive  and  well  wor&fli  listening  to. 
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The  efforts  of  both  speakers  were  appreciated  by  those  present 
and  at  the  conclusion  of  their  talks  both  were  accorded  a vote 
of  thanks. 

Mr.  Bauer  made  a few  remarks  regarding  Freak  Coins  he  had  seen 
at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  on  his  recent  trip  there. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  meeting  it 
was  adjourned  for  a ten  minute  recess  and  later  to  the  Club 
Auction  on  whic  $1.25  was  realized.

Present  24  members  and  22  visitors. 

Minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  read  and  approved  as  read. 
Correspondence  accumulated  since  the  previous  meeting  was  read 
add  disposed  of.
